I ; ved; therefore, the Society of the Sons of the Revolution 
has been instituted to perpetuate the memory of the men. 
who, in the military, naval and civil service ofthe Colonies 
and of the Continental Congress, by their acts or counsel, 
achieved the Independence of the country, and to further 
the proper celebration of the anniversaries of the birthday 
of Washington, and oi prominent events connected with 
the war of the Revolution; to collect and secure lor pre 
.nervation the rolls, records L \m\ oilier documents relating to 



that period ; to inspire the numbers ot* the Society \ulh 
th» i patriotic spirit ot their forefathers ■ and to promote Un- 
feeling of friendship among thorn. 

Any male person above the age of twenly-one yeaiN, of 
good character and a descendant of one who, as a military, 
naval or marine otlieer, soldier, sailor or marine, in actual 
service, under the authority of any of the thirteen Colonies 
or States or of the Continental Congress, and remaining 
always loyal to such authority, or a descendant ol one who 
signed the Declaration of Independence, or ot one who, as 
a member of the Continental Congress or of the Congr< &s 
of any of the Colonies or States, or as an ollicial appointed 
by or under the authority of any such legislative bodies, 
actually assisted in Hie establishment of American Inde- 
pendence by services rendered during the war of the Invo- 
lution, becoming thereby liable to conviction of treason 
against the government ot Great Britiun, but remain 
ing always loyal to the authority of the Colonies or States, 
shall be eligible to membership in the Society.

Crand son of .John Morris, who was born in Virginia on 
the 4th day of July, 1760, and died in Lewis County, Vir 
ginia, on the 12th day of February, 1^36. 

Ilis services as a soldier in the Virginia Militia during 
the war of the Revolution are as iollows : 

Enlisted in February, 1 777, as a private in Captain 
James Scott's Company, and served three months. 

Enlisted in March, 1781, as a private in Captain Turner 
Moorehead's Company, and served two months. 

Enlisted in September, 1781, as a Sergeant in Captain 
Thomas Helms' Company, and served two months. 

He participated in the siege of Yorktown, Virginia, and 
was present at the Surrender of the British Army under 
Lord Cornwallis. 

He was a Pensioner under the Act of Comiress of 1S32.

Brockunier, Charles Wesley 

(xreat grand-sen of Colonel Ebenezer Zane, who was 
born in Berkeley County, Virginia, on the 7th day of 
October, 1747, and died in W'heeling, Virginia, on the 19th 
day of November, 1 81 2. 

Participated in tlie defense of Fort Henry at Wheeling 
in Ohio County, Virginia* on the 1st day of September. 
1777, agaitiht a force of Indians and others, estimated at 
from two hundred to throe hundred and eighty-nine war 
riors, wliieh was the first attempt of the British, and their 
savage allies against this Western Frontier, after the 
Revolutionary War began.

Brockunier, Samuel Hugh 

Great great grand-son of Colonel Ehenezer Zane, who 
was born in Berkeley County, Virginia, on the 7th day of 
October, 1747, and died in Wheeling, Virginia, on the 19th 
day of November, 1812. 

Participated in the defense of Fort Henry at Wheeling, 
in Ohio County, Virginia, on the 1st day of September, 
1777, against a force of Indians and others, estimated at 
from two hundred to three hundred and eighty-nine war- 
riors, which was the first attempt of the British and their 
savage allies against this Western Frontier after the Revo- 
lutionary War began. 

He was in command of Fort Ilenry at Wheeling in Ohio

Grand -son of John Daily, who was born 

and died in Springfield, Virginia, May 7th, 1S30. 

The said John Daily was living in Pennsylvania at (he 
beginning of the Revolutionary War, and enlisted in the 
Virginia Continental line as a private and served until the 
end of the war. 

In recognition of said service (here was issued to him on 
June 25th, 17S5, from the General Land Office of the 
United States, a land warrant No. 3910 for 200 acres of 
land; also one for 100 acres, No. 2410; both of said warrants 
have been recovered by his descendants as shown by the 
records of the Virginia Land Office.

Edwards, William Seymour 

Great grand-son of Timothy Edwards, who was born 
July 25th, 173S, and died in Massachusetts, October 2Sth, 
1813. 

Timothy Edwards was a member of the Committee of 
Safety for Western Massachusetts, called together and for- 
warded minute men from Stockbridge, Berkshire County, 
to Lexington. Appointed member of Continental Con- 
gress at Philadelphia with Silas Deane and John Hancock. 
Member Massachusetts Legislature. Held many civil and 
semi-military trusts during the Involution; Commissary 
General of Massachusetts for forwarding provisions and 
supplies to New England Armies. Provisioned Gate's 
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Army, withering 30 ton of Hour at Springtield and giving 
his entire private fortune for this enterprise. 

Also, great grand-son of Edward Antill the Third, who 
was born in New Jersey in the year 1742, and died in 
Quebec, Canada, May 21st, 17S7. 

Served as an Engineer on General Montgomery's staff, 
1775, and took part in attack on Quebec when Montgom- 
ery was killed ; sent by General Wooster as Special Envoy 
with dispatches to Continental Congress at Philadelphia 
with account of battle of Quebec. 

Tn 1776 was appointed by Congress Lieutenant Colonel 
in command of American Troops in Canada with headquar- 
ters at Montreal. Received special authority to recruit his 
command in Pennsylvania, New Jersey, Virginia, Mary- 
land and Delaware. 

In February, 1777, he joined army of Gen. Washington 
in Pennsylvania with all his troops; August, 1777, fought 
with Gen. Sullivan, at Hanover, N. J., taken prisoner by 
British while commanding rear Guard of Sullivan's Army, 
Exchanged Nov. 10, 17S0, assigned to command of Regi- 
ment at Fish-kill on Hudson, 17S1. In 1781 went with 
his troops to Virginia; joined the French at Yorktown and 
was present at surrender of Cornwallis. Was an original 
member of the Order of Cincinnati.

Gittings, John George 

Great grand-son of Return Jonathan Meigs, born in Con- 
necticut, December, 1740. He recruited a Company at the 
beginning of the War and marched to Cambridge; subse- 
quently accompanying Arnold to Quebec, as Major of the 



Connecticut lino, lie assisted Montgomery m the attack on 
the Citadel, where he was captured December 31st, 1775. 
After being exchanged in 177G, lie raised a regiment and 
was commissioned its Colonel. For specially daring and 
successful service performed with his regiment at Sag liar 
bor on the night of May 22nd, 1777, when he burned a 
dozen British Ships, destroyed their ware-houses oi provis 
ions and captured ninety prisoners without losing a man. 
Cob Meigs received a vote of thanks, and was presented 
with a sword by the Continental Congress. 

lie rendered distinguished service at the Capture of 
Stony Point under Gen. Wayne, July loth, .1777, and con 
tiuued on Active Duty in the Army till the close of (ho 
War. lie died at Cherokee Agency, Georgia, January 2Hh, 
1823.

Grand-son of Job Goff, who was born in Kent County, 
Rhode Island, on the 22nd day of November, 1700, and 
died in Harrison County, Virginia, on the Sth day of 
December, 1845. 

Job Goff enlisted in 1777, in a Rhode Island Regiment, 
commanded by Major Isaac Johnson and served for twelve 
months. His Company being commanded respectively by 
Captain Galvin and Captain Green. 

In 17S2 he again enlisted in a New York Regiment com- 
manded by Colonel John Abbott, the length ol service in 
this Regiment not being known. 

lie was a pensioner under the Act of Congress passed in 
1S32.

Was in the battle of Long Island 
and the biirrender of Fort Washington in Novembei

Haymond, Henry 

Ureal, urand son of Major William Haymond, ot the Vir 
muia Militia, who was born in Maryland, on the 14th day of 
January, 1740, O. S., and died in Harrison County, Vir 
irinia, on the 12th day of November, ls21. 

Major Haymond served three years in a Colonial Vir 
ginia Regiment, Colonel George Washington being its first 
Colonel, in the Campaigns west of Ihe Alleghany Moun 
tains against the French and Indians. His discharge, daled 
at Fort Lewis, Virginia, February 21th, 17*12, signed by 
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Lieutenant Colonel Adam Stephen, stales his rank as Ner 
geant, and that "he has duly served three years ami behaved 
us a good soldier and iaithl'ul subject." 

lie in the year 1 773, moved, to the State of Virginia 
and settled on the Monongahela River in the District of 
West Augusta. 

He wa< commissioned Captain ol the Monongalia County. 
Virginia Militia by Governor Patrick Henry on the li^th 
day of March, 1 77*3, and was promoted and commissioned 
Major of Militia by Governor Benjamin Harrison on the 
li'tli day of November, J 781. The original Commission 
in the Militia, the discharge i'roin the Colonial Regimen! 
a pay roll, and provision returns ot his Company are still 
in the possession of his descendants. 

He was frequently in active service during the war ol 
the Revolution against the Indian Tribes, the allies of 
Great Hritian; was in command of Prickett's Fort on the 
Monongahela River in the year 1777, and was engaged in 
the duties of an oilieer of Militia from 177<'» until the (dose 
of the War. 

ruder the Act of the Assembly ol Virginia passed in 
May, 1777. he was one of the officials selected to administer 
an oath to the male inhabitants ot Monongalia County 
over the age of sixteen years, renouncing allegiance to King 
George the Third and swearing allegiance to the Common 
wealth of Virginia. He \va^ Sheriff of Monongalia County 
in 17x3 and was appointed Principal Surveyor of Harrison 
County, Virginia, in 1784, and held that ollice until his 
death in 1821.

Hart, Charles Matthew 

Great grand-son of John Hart, who was born in 1711. jt 
Moniiii;ton, Connecticut, and died at Hopewell, New 
-Jersey, in 1770. 

lie was the won of Captain Edward Hart who removed 
to New Jersey in 1712, and participated in the Colonial 
Wars against the French and Indians. 

John Hart was chosen a member ol' the Colonial Assem 
hly ol New Jersey in 1701, and was annually elected a 
member of that body until 1772. 

In 1774 he was a member of the Convention called the 
Provincial Congress which met at New Brunswick, New 
Jersey, and in 1776 deposed Governor Franklin, the 
Colonial Governor, and established a new State Govern 
ment. 

lie was a member of the Committee of Safety organized 
by that Body. In the same" year he was one of the live 
delegates chosen to represent New Jersey in the Continen- 
tal Congress, and voted for and signed the Declaration of 
Independence, July 4th, 177*1. 

In the same month lie was elected to the Legislature 
of New Jersey, and was Speaker of that body, a posi- 
tion he held until his death in 1779. 

The State of New Jersey erected to the memory of John 
Hart, a monument, in the church -yard at Hopewell, N. J., 
which irrotmd he had presented to the Baptists.

The Monongahela Valley during the 
Revolution. 



One hundred and twenty years ago the "embattled 
farmers" stood at. Lexington and Concord, and u tired the 
shot heard round the world. r Within a month these war- 
like sounds had floated over the mountain wall, and had 
penetrated the vast forest that covered the Valley of the 
Monongahela. Here the territory was in dispute between 
Virginia and Pennsylvania; the scanty population were 
divided in their allegiance; the one part claiming a portion 
of the territory as belonging to the District of West An 
gusta, the other claimed it for the County of West more 
land, Pa. It was while this local struggle was at its height, 
and which threatened to culminate in blooodshed, that t lie* 
opening thunders of the Revolution penetrated these woods, 
arousing in the breasts of the hunter and settler, the noble 
sentiments of patriotism. The warring factions forgot their 
local struggle, and both the partizans of Virginia and 
Pennsylvania met on the same day. May 1<», 1775, the one 
at Ft. Pitt, the other at llanna's Town, and pledged their 
support to the Continental Congress in men and arms, 
against the oppressions of the mother country. 

These men were stirred by a patriotism drop and true; 
they were surrounded by a savage foe fiercer than the wild

Ixmn'Is ol the hnvsts; m their poor plight they were no* 
about to confront the armies of the most, powerful nation of 
Iho earth; yet (hey cheerfully east their lot for their 
country, yielding all to her and daring nil, tor the rinhf. 

They had been trained in the hardy school ol the forest 
and there were men among them who had. fought by (Ik* 
ide of Washington on Hmddoek's Held: others of them 
had. been compelled to stand with rifle in hand, in de 
l'vv*i> of their homes against their savage* foes. 

Th«\v now enlisted in the cause of freedom, consecrating 
themselves to privation, toil, danger and death; and for 
twenty years thereafter this beautiful valley of the Monon 
gahela knew no peace. 

As early as June, 1775, men were recruited at Red 
Stone Old Fort, for Cresap's Maryland Company, in 
serve in the regular Continental army. In tho fall of the 
same year Cen. Crawford raised the 7th Regiment of Vir 
uinia troops, in the District of West Augusta. 

These men left their forest homes exposed to incursion 
«d" the savages, and fought under Washington at the battles 
of Long Island and Trenton. They were finally transfer 
red to the Western Department, and performed ^arrison 
duty at Ft. IMtt. 

Tho sth Regiment of Pennsylvania, 084 strong, which 
served in the Revolutionary army, was recruited in the 
Valley of the Monongahela. 

Con. Crawford, who was a personal friend of Washing 
ton, and had been his surveyor and companion on his west- 
ern excursions, now raised in West Augusta another re^i 
ment, the I Stli Virginia, which lie commanded, and which 
erved entirely in the west, and did duty in detachments at 
I r t. l'itt, Fi. MeJntosh, and in the Ohio and Allegheny 
valleys. 

In the year 1772, Col. Evans, the Lieutenant of Monon 
galia county, had only 300 men to guard SO miles of iron 
tier. In that year Cow Harrison, of Virginia, sent out a 
company of militia from Hampshire to assist 'Monongalia 
in her defense against the savages.

os? performed liy I he Wetzels. Morgans. Xane^. tud I hen 
eompalriots during tlio cmirsc of the Indian wai> in WeM 
Augusta. For long after ihe battle Hag of England had 
been furled in the Kast, the lomahawk and sralpingdviiife 
of her red allies were doing the work of death on the Vir 
ginia border, and here, the red cross of St. George lloaled 
for the last time in a hattle of the Revolution. 

The patriots of West Augusta well deserved the enoo 
irium passed upon them — when in a dark and trying hour 
of the Revolution, Washington said: 

ik Leave me hut a banner to plant on th<> hills of 
Augusta, and I will rally round me the men who will lift 
our bleeding country from the dust and set her free.*' 

I>et us remember the deeds our grandnireH wrought, 

Their struggles, through privation, hunger and cold 
When in Freedom's cause they fought 

" In the days that tried men's houIh." 
For on this, our border land — 

Where the tomahawk and seal ping-knife. 
With the red hoelH of England's band,
